Three d ecad es ago Robert E. Peary told of an islan d he saw in 
the vast polar wastes some 700 miles from the North Pole. 
Com. Schlossbach return in g y esterd ay from a 15-mon th met­ 
eorological exped ition to the Arctic on the three-masted auxiliary 
schoon er Gen eral Ad olphus W. Greely , said he mad e 20 airplan e 
flights over the area n amed Crocker islan d . 
“There simply isn ’t an y Crocker Lan d ,” was the verd ict of the 
Brad ley Beach, N. J., n aval officer who acted as n avigator an d 
pilot on the exped ition . 
Peary could n ’t have seen Crocker Lan d , he said , “because 
there is n o Crocker Lan d . I flew over there to clean it up an d I 
thin k I d id .” 
Capt. Clifford J. MacGregor, who head ed the exped ition , said 
n orthlan d mirages were very frequen t. 
He told of seein g a glacier that looked exactly like an islan d 
an d said “Peary may have mad e the same error. We all suffered 
these optical illusion s an d he d oubtless experien ced the same 
thin g." 
MacGregor said on e of the exped ition 's main accomplishmen ts 
was the d etermin ation that the Aurora Borealis had a d efin ite 
effect on rad io reception . 
He said also that weather over a large area is mad e in Green ­ 
lan d an d he thought his exped ition ’s fin d in gs should con vin ce the 
Un ited States govern men t an d n thers that they should establish 
a perman en t weather bureau there.

Renewing Corn Loons 
L 


o ans on Nebraska 19 37 sealed corn are to be 
renewed by federal ag encies and borrowers 
are to receive an additional seven cents per bushel 
on the stored g rain. This w ill make a total of 57 
cents, or about ten cents above the present mar­ 


ket price. 
> 
This arrang ement w ill of course vastly bwiefit 
those farmers who were able to hold corn by 
reason of the federal loans, and who would other­ 
wise have been compelled to sell it at a sacrifice. 
The entire com loan prog ram has proven a boon 
to Nebraska, bring ing into the state vast sums of 
money and providing protection for those who 
were g rievously in need of protection. 
It is of course understood that there was com­ 
paratively little 19 37 com in the state upon w'hich 
to borrow, but even such quantity as there was 
helped considerably. The additional seven cents 
per bushel w ill also assist in tiding the farmer 
over, and many of them are sadly in need of such 
assistance. 
The ag ricultural prog ram has benefited Ne­ 
braska g reatly but the weather has almost ruined 
thousands of farmers who would have been unable 
to remain upon the land had it not been for such 
federal benefits.

French Isolation 
T 


h e French awaken to find themselves without 
the friendship of Russia, Czechoslovakia, Ru­ 
mania, and J ug oslavia. The former two already 
have indicated publicly they no long er reg ard 
treaties with France of practical value or effect, 
and the latter two, have g iven evidence of a dis­ 
tinct cooling of friendship. 
That, as much as anything else, wa s responsible 
for the action after a stormy nig ht of debate in the 
chamber of deputies, and in g ranting the cabinet 
and the premier dictatorial powers until the mid­ 
dle of nex t November. 
The disheartening atmosphere of Europe is the 
new alliances in the making . Essentially it is a re­ 
g rouping of the Slavic peoples ag ainst central 
Europe. Where France and Britain come in under 
that arrang ement is not clear but at the present 
time to all appearances France is left out in the 
cold.

Senator Burke’s impressions: 


“ Senator Edward R. Burke, democrat of 
Nebraska, who is a vig orous foe of the nation­ 
al labor relations act, returned last nig ht on 
the United States liner Manhattan from a 
seven weeks unofficial study of labor condi­ 
tions in Eng land, Germany, and other conti­ 
nental countries. He praised without stint the 
accomplishments of the Nazi reg ime in Ger­ 
many. He saw Chancellor Adolf Hitler as an 
even ‘g reater man than Bismarck.’ 
“ Senator Burke, because of his beaming 
enthusiasm for conditions as he found them in 
Germany and for the construction prog ram to 
be noted under the reg ime of the Nazis, w’as 
asked if he reg arded Hitler as being of the 
stature of Bismarck. 
“ In the thing s Hitler actually is doing to 
bring about the well being of the entire Ger­ 
man people, he already has done more than 
Bismarck did for the masses. Senator Burke 
would not compare working conditions for 
g eneral labor in Germany with those of the 
United SUtes, ex plaining that trade unions 
had been abolished in the reich. ‘But I saw no 
sig ns of discontent. Everybody seemed very 
busy. The masses of the people are fully be­ 
hind Hitler insofar as the thing s he is doing 
for Germany in an economic way.’ ’’

ISMARCK,' of course, faced a different Ger­ 


many even than that which turned to Hit­ 


ler. It was the task of the elder statesman to bring 


about a confederation of the German peoples and 


to unify and solidify them under one g overnment. 


Unlike Senator Burke, we are not prepared to 


pass any judg ment upon Adolf Hitler’s contribu­ 


tion to Germany, or to the world itself. Bismarck’s 


place has been established fairly well by the lapse 


of a sufficient period of time. And time is a 


most essential element in computing the services 
of men. 
But in view of his public attitude throug hout 
the last few years. Senator Burke’s words are 
somewhat surprising . He has proclaimed himself 
the Simon-pure disciple of democracy, the staunch 
defender of American liberties, and the leading 
present day champion of American ideals of con­ 
stitutional g overnment. 
Among other promises Chamberlain is said to 
have ex acted from Hitler was one to free politi­ 
cal prisoners, and under its terms there w ill be 
released a young Lutheran minister, whose crime 
consisted of sharply criticising the nazi reg ime. 
For that, he was stripped of his pulpit and thrown 
into a concentration camp. For the ex ercise of 
free speech and free thoug ht, two parts of the 
citadel of American liberty, this Lutheran min­ 
ister in Germany, a native born German, a man 
of the utmost respectability and intellig ence, a 
man who believed both in freedom of worship 
and freedom of thoug ht, was sing led out to be 
repressed and shut up.

is released afterwards. 
For this 
the body provides no acclimatiza­ 
tion.- The symptoms 
consist 
in 
muscular and joint pains, verti­ 
g o, hemorrhag es under the skin 
and pains in the abdomen. When 
the body is ex amined after death, 
hemorrhag es are found in all the 
org ans. 
This is not due to the 
sudden release in pressure which 
drives the blood out of the ves­ 
sels.
